Gutta Percha and its Manufactures, 
This wonderful substance appears to have 


land in the days of Tradescant, King’s 
Gardener” to CharlesI.; and it is believed 
to have been shown in Tradescant’s Muse- 
um, at South Lambeth, as a curious pro- 


which bowls and goblets were formerly 
made. Subsequently it was often brought 
from China and other parts of the East, in 
the form of elastic whips, sticks, etc. The 
specimens of two centuries since probably 
lay in Tradescant’s Museum neglected, and 
the knowledge of its importance and value 
in the arts seems to have been reserved for 
the age of Electric Telegraph, since the use 
of this substance for inclosing its metallic 
wires entitles it to a share in the success of 
the Submarine Telegraph, by means of 
which the great cities of the world are now 
brought within a few minutes of each other. 

The reappearance of Gutta Percha in 
onr times resembles a rediscovery. It is 
obtained from the Isonandra Gutta plant, 
of the order Sapotacee, and was found by 
Mr. Thomas Lobb while on a _ botanical 


sula, where forests of the Percha trees grow 
to an enormous size, this discovery being 


country had been frequented by Europeans. 
Early in 1843, Dr. William Montgomerie, 
in a letter to the Bengal Medical Board, 
commends Gotta Percha as likely to prove 
useful for some surgical purposes; and in 
the same year hé transmitted to the Society 
of Artsin London a specimen of the Gatta 
Percha, at one of their evening meetings; 
the Society then simply acknowledged the 
receipt of the gift, but subsequently pre- 
sented to Dr. Montgomerie their gold medal. 
It was ascertained from Sir James Brook, 
the Resident at Sarawak, that the tree is 
indigenous to that place, and is known to 
the natives by the name of Niato; and the 
dortor’s curiosity was first aroused by notic- 
ing the handle of a chopper in the bands 
of a Malay woodman made of this novel 
material, which he foond could be moulded 
into any form by immersing it into boiling 
water until it was thoroughly heated, when 
it became plastic as clay, and regained when 
cold its original hardness and rigidity. In 
its native country it is commonly used for 


borsewhip made of this substance that its 
existence was made known in Europe.— 
Specimens shown in the Great Exhibition 
of 1851 proved that the Malays knew also 
how to appropriate Gutta Percha to the 
mauufacture of vases, and that European 
industry had little more to do than to imi- 
tate their processes. The first articles manu- 
factured of it in England, in 1844, were a 
Jathe-band, a short length of pipe, and a 
bottle-ease, which had been made by hand, 
the concrete substance being rendered suffi- 
. ciently plastic by immersion in het water; 
casts from medals were also early taken 
with it. Mr. Francis Whishaw thus early 
discovered the valuable property which 
Gatta Percha possesses for the conveyance 
of sound, and accordingly made of it the 
Telakouphanon, or Speaking Trumpet, 
through which, by simply whispering, the’ 
voice could be audibly conducted for a dis- 
tance of three quarters of a mile, aud a 
conversation by this means kept up. An- 
other of its early applications was as the 
soles of shoes. Iu its pure state, Gatta 
Percha is iudestructible by water, and is an 
excellent non-condactor of electricity; hence 
it was used in making a tube for the con- 
veyance of the wires of the submarine tele- 
raph, and was first so employed across the 
Hodson river, New York. 
Gutta Percha is, like Caontchouc, a car- | 
buret of hydrogen, and isomeric with that 
substance; and while it possesses a great 
number of the properties which characterize 
‘Caoutchon, it also exhibits Certain special 
properties which admit of its being applied 
to partieular uses to which Caoutchouc is 
not adapted. |

faced with knives or blades, and revolving 
two hundred times a minute; the slices are 
then cleaned ftom stones and other impuri- 
ties, and boiled in waste steam from the 
engine. The mass is next put into an iron 
box, or teaser; in which an iron eylinder 
with teeth rapidly revolves, and tears it, 
into shreds, throwing it into vats of cold 
‘water. There the Gutta Percha floats at 


‘tom. It is then transferred to tanks of 
boiling water, and thence removed inte 
boxes, and kneaded like dongh; and next 
rolled between heated iron cylinders into 
sheets, which are then cooled by passing 
between steel rolers. The sheets are cut 
by a knife-edged® machine into bands or 
strips. For making tubes and pipes, the 
soft mass of kneaded Gutta Percha is 
passed throngh heated iron cylinders, and ji 
drawn by the drawing-mill into cylindric 
cords, and tubes various diameters.— 
This, however, is but a glimpse of the com- 
plicated machinery and processes by which. 
Gutta Percha is fashioned into a legion of 
articles. Among the applications are breast- 
coating for water-wheels, galvanic batteries, 
shuttle-beds for looms, packing for steam- 
engines and pumps, cricket-balis, noiseless 
curtain-rings, whips and sticks, policemen’s 
staves, plugs or solid masses used in baild- 
ings, buffers for railway-carriages, gunpow- 
der canisters, sheet-covering for damp walls, 
lining for ladies’ bonnets, jer-covers, bob- 
bins for spinning machines, book-covers, | 
moulds for stereotype and electrotype, coffiu- 
linings, and stopping for hollow teeth.— 
These are but a small number of the myriads 
of uses to which we have extended the ap- 
plication of the vegetable prodnct which 
was used by the Malays ages since for a 
few common purposes. Leg 

It may be interesting to add that both 
Gutta Percha and Caoutchouc plants may 
be seen growing in the Royal Gardens of 
Kew, and cases of articles made of the two 

substances are shown there in the Museum 
of Economic Botany. 

In estimating the various aids and appli- 
ances to the success of the Submarine Tele- 
graph, it is scarcely possible to overrate the 
properties of Gutta Percha. It would 
seem as though one were sent to perfect the 
other; for the coating of the telegraph- 
wire with Gutta Percha, thereby insuring 
its entire insulation, is a most important 
provision. | 

The employment of Gutta Percha in elec- 
trical experiments was first noticed by 

Faraday in 1848, who stated its use to de- 
pend upon the high insulating power which 
it possesses boder ordinary conditions, and 
the manner in which it keeps this power in 
states of the atmosphere which make the 
surface of glass a good conductor. The 
telegrapl:-wire is not only coated with Gut- 
ta Percha but is closed in tubing made of 
it. For this purpose the Gutta is dissolved 
in bisulphuret of carbon; the wire is passed 
over pulleys through the solution, and then 
through a tube lined with brushes, which 
remove any thing super fluous; and when the 
wire reaches the second pulley, the bisul- 
has evaporated, and left a thin coat- 
ng of Gutta Percha. Where the wire is 
to be rougbly handled, it is covered with 
cotton, and then passed through the solu- 


Great feats of dispatch have been accom- 
plished in this application. One day, in 
1849, a coil of copper wire 12,200 feet long 
was coated at the Company’s works in the 
City Road with sulphoreted Gutta Percha, 
and shipped for the Russian government, 
within twenty-four hours of its arrival at 
the works.—Tombs. 


CALVIN AND t SERVETUS.

the death of Michael Servetus. Skeptics 
and non-evangelicals have made a heavy 
capital out of this sup act of cruelty 
ou the part of Calvin, which they have 
turned with munch adroitness against the 
“orthodox” of the present day.

“But since the trouble which this vain 
fellow endeavored to cause me, reaches you 
also, it is but just you should partake of 
the blessed fruit which God brings out of 
it. And as I ever have found you strenu- 
ous and hearty defenders of our holy cause, 
I have felt it to be my duty, to testify with 
all my ability, my gratitude. The perform- 
ance of this my duty, will also plainly testify 
what “that doctrine is,” which you bave 
protected by your favor and authority — 
And although it becomes neither the rulers 
of the State, nor the mivisters of Christ, to 
be too anxious about rumors and tumults; ) 
and though all insidious revilings (which 
are generally lost by degrees in the noise 
which they make,) should be both 
by rulers and ministers of Christ, with for- 
titude and an exalted mind; yet jt is of the 
utmost importance, that the great reality of

|) THE GREAT REVIVAL IN SWEDEN. 


"The Landon Quarterly Review ” con- 
tains a historical sketch of the recent re- 
markable revival in Sweden. We give a 
brief synopsis of the article in the Review: 
“Scarce any means have been employed 
besides the circulation of tracts and the 
reading of the Scriptures. Owing to the 
peculiar regulation of the Latheran church, 
the Swedish people were only acquainted 
with a small portion of the Bible, and thus 
it had the freshness of a new book. Small 
meetings for prayer and reading, almost en- 
tirely by laymen, are everywhere lurgely 
attended. The lowest estimate places the 
number of converts, or, as they are termed 
in Sweden, ‘ readers,” at 250,000 out of a 
population of 3,500,000. The morality of 
these persons is remarkable. Drinking has 
so decreased that two-thirds of the distiller- 
ies have been closed since 1836. Ia the 
parishes bordering on Russia, where nearly 
every man was guilty of smoggling, hun- 
dreds of persons refunded the duties of 
which they bad defrauded the Government. 
Many sold their property to obtain the 
money, and others who could not raise the 
sum at once, discharged the debt by install- 
ments. The perplexed officers of custom 
laid the matter before the King, who de- 
cided that the proceeds should be distribu- 
ted among the poor. The average number 
of lawsuits bas decreased from 5,800 to 
th-ee, four and six. In villages once re- 
| markable for their profanity, not an cath is 
heard, and the Bible and sermons have re- 
placed low literature to such an extent, 
that the booksellers only keep religious 
works. The awakening has prevaded all 
classes, and is extending among the nobility 
and the wealthy. lostances of ‘sudden 
conversions’ are not unfreqnent, aud the 


‘divine impulse’ had been 80 irresistably 


felt in the midst of secular arrangements or 
in the streets as to lead the people to fall 
on their knees and cry for merey. In other 
instances, persons bave been called to retire 
from parties, overcome with emotion and 
penitential tears, which contrasted strangely 
with their splendid dresses and jewels. 

No such revival has ever. before 
known in Sweden. It may be said 


there whieh has not felt its power—scarcely 
a community to be found which has not con- 
tributed to swell the number of those who 
are hoping in Christ. An awakening so 
wonderful us this may well cause Christians 
there to rvjoice and take courage; and to 
continue with increased faith, in their labors 
for the perishing.“

The “ Times” of Monday gives an ab- 
stract of the sermon of Rev. T. Starr King 
on the doctrine of the Trinity. Many of 
the propositions of the eloquent preacher 
as reported by tbe Times, we could not 
assent to, but in his endorsement and com- 
mendation of our Lord’s prayer he receives 
hearty approval, and are pleased to find a basis 
of union. We are moved to a survey of, 
the common ground on which we stand, the 
ascription of praise to our Father in 
Heaven, with which the prayer commences, 
is the common utterance of praise to the 
Supreme which is aniversal among all de- 
vout worshippers. In the following petition. 
“Thy will de done on earth as it is in 
Heaven,” we unite in prayer that the will 
of the Father may be performed in all 
places of his dominions and by all the sub- 
jects of his commands. Here we propose to 
look about us and see how wide is the 
range of our petitions. 

The Rev. Mr. King, in common with the : 
Christian world, prays ‘‘ Thy WILL be done.” 
Let us with docile spiri“, learn, while we 
pray, what is the will of the Father. Jesus 
saith, This is the will of Him that sent 
me, that every one which seeth the Son and 
believeth on him may have everlasting life, 
and I will raise him op at the last day.“ 
And again, “ This is the work of God that 
ye believe on him whom He hath sent.” 
We will not raise theological qnestions on 
these texts, there is taught certainly some 
sort of belief in Christ which will save us, 
which is different from the common faith we 


otbers, and some sort of power he has to 
save as which others do not have. 

We meet with another exhibition of the 
Father’s will in the epistle of Paul to the 
Hebrews, i: vi. And again when he bring- 
eth the first begotten into the world, he 
saith, “‘ And let all the angels of God wor- 
ship him.” We are happy to perceive that 
Mr. King does not agree with some of his 
brethren at the east. The Rev. Dr. Bel- 
lows declares the worship of Jesus Christ to 
be the rankest style of idolatry. Mr. King 
would pray for obedience to the will of the 
Father, and doubtless worship in obedience 
to the Father’s will as well as pray. John 
puts on record these words of Jesus Christ, 
For the Father judgeth no man but bath 
committed all judgment unto the Son that 
all men should honor the Son even as a they 
know the Father. 

Here obedience to the will ot 1 000 will | 
bring Mr. King, with all holy angels, and i 
the most orthodox of bis brethren, into the 
presence of the Father, to bow in worship 
to the Son. | 

Paul preaches to the Athenians in this 
wise: “ And the timesof this ignorance God 
winketh at, but now commandeth all men 
every where to repent. Because he bath 
appointed a day in which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that man whom 
he hath ordained.“ Mr. King declares that | 
he can stand in God's presence and throw 
himself fearlessly’on bis justice; but the 
will of God is; that man should repent, and | 
approach bim by Jesus Pacer, that they 
may obtaia mercy. 

The measure of God's will on Earth is

| frontier States—I mean those bordering on 
the free States—will never abandon the 
present Union, however great its eppeee- | 
sions, unless radely driven from it by the 
North, or foreed to choose between a South- 
ern and a Northern Conſederacy. There is 


Southern congress that Virginia, uniting 
with the other slaveholding States now dis- 
posed to submit, will attempt to force upon 
us some new ‘compromise’ to preserve the | 
shadow of the Union when the substance is 
gone. The time and energy of the States 
would be wasted in fruitless contests about 
the proper remedy, and differences of opin- 
ion on this point would defeat any action at 
all, even though all the consulting States 
should favor some remedy. If, therefore, 
the people of South Carolina have made up 
their minds to withdraw from the Union ‘at 
all events, whether joined by other States 
or not, my advice would be to do so _ with- 
out waiting for the action of any other 
State, as I believe there would be more pro- 
bability of favorable action on the part of 
other Southern States after her secession 
than before. So long as the several ag- 
grieved States wait for one another, their 
their action will be over-cautious and timid. 
Great political movements, to be successful, 
must be bold, and must present practical 
and simple issues.

termine the rights of law or merchandize, 
vitbout knowing what is law or merchandize. 
Conscience is that feculty by which we 
distinguish right and wrong in regard to 
condact, desires, or affections; by which we 
approve of what is deemed right, and dis- 
approve of what is deemed wrong; by which 
we are impelled to practice what is judged 
to be right, and prohibited from what is re- 
. garded as wrong. But since it is the fa- 
culty by which you adjudge a proposed ac- 


tion right or wrong, there is evidently some 
standard of rightness and wrongness. What 
is that standard? 
to be right, another to be wrong? What 
do the words right and wrong mean? The 
Lord who has made soul and ‘nature, is He 
who has ordained one action right, its op- 


posite wrong, When à child begins to 
walk it finds the law of gravitation already 
existant; a law ordained by Him who 
framed *. universe; one with whose estab- 
lishment it had nothing to do; which it can 
neither alter nor violate; with which it now 
bas nothing to do, save to discover and 
obey. So in the moral world the child finds 
already existant a law of right and wrong, 
one ordained by God—in whose-establish- 
ment it had no part—witb which it now has 
nothing to de save to discover and obey. 

God therefore is the great autbor of the 
law of right, just as he is the cre» tor of the 
law of gravitation. Hence the final stand- 
ard, the fixed rule of right is God's will. 

The meaning of the word right, via: 
“Strained, stretched to a straightness,” 
utters this truth; for to make a line straight, 

is to conform it to a perfect standard which 
He has already given; and the noun is de- 
fined, “ Conformity to the will of God, or 
tohs law, the perfect standard of truth and 
justice.“ Another definition, “that which 
is upright; not leaning to one side or the 
other; stunding asit ought tostand.” But 
how oaght a thing to stand? Why, as He 
created it to stand. If, then, conscience be 
the faculty by which we are to decide right 
and wrong; if God is the creator of right; 

if everything that does not conform to bis 
law is wrong; evidently is His constitution 
of things—that which He has created true 
and real, as opposed to the falsé—the final 
standard of right. Bat, since we do not 
always know what that, constitution is, 

arises the duty to discover His standard; and 
this, undoubtedly, is the first, legitimate, 

jnslienable, right of conscience. And, mark 
you, there is nothing narrow, about this 
right to search God's creatings; nothing 
confining, nothing limiting it, save the finite- 
ness of man’s powers. There is nothing 
which restrains the research to God's truth’s 

in religion, and forbids you to roam among 
the star-globes or delve in the beds of 
oceanic knowledge; nothitg which limits to 


| moral science and prevents the determina- 


tion of political, commercial or agticultara) 
realities. There is nothing small about 
God, and wherever He has stepped, wher- 
ever can be found Hig bandjwork—though 
that handiwork be to the finite mind a 
boundless ocean of space, though it be in 
earth’s granite heart, or in the very ce tre 
of the completed idea of the Divine essence 
—wherever God is. or has created truths, 
just there has conscience the right to search 
efter those truths. And as. anchuined, as 
‘far-reaching, as swift-speeding, as e 
hensive as is human thought, just so unmap- 
acled, so deptb-plumbing, so swilt-fl shing, 
‘80 boundless i is the right of every individual 
to search among each and all the varied 
_ereations of omnipresence—be they animate 
or inanimate, physical, mental, moral or re- 
ligious—for the God-created truths therein 
existivg; which traths, when brought to- 
| gether, compared, as it were precipitated, 
condensed, rounded into one perfect, all- 
truth-embracing law, become the final! stand- 
ard of right, by which standard the indi- 
vidual couscience is to adjadge any given 
action. 
Now is there, in the school system, any 
# inseparable cause that injores this legiti- 
mate right of the pupil to search through 
all the departments of knowledge for the 
God-created truths, which traths when col- 
lected and compacted into one, constitute 
the ultimate standard of conscience? 1. 
there anything which restrains the child’s 
intellect trom nolockiag word-safes, apd |

ment of an end implies the possession of 
the ordinary means with which to accom- 
plish that end, so, the right of éach en. 
science to be fully acqusint with the sur- 
| N implies the right to educate the 
intellect in each and every department, in 
order that clear perceptive, calm compar. 
ing, foreible deductive powers, shall always 
present each action in its true and related 
bearing. Hence, then, the second right of 
conscience, is the right of each individual 
to be in ‘sacl condition that bis intellect 
shall always give to his conscience a fair and 
full account of the attendaat eireumstances. 
The first related to God's standard, and is 
the right to discover final troths; this im- 
plies the exercise of the first, presupposes 
the individual familiar with God’s law, and

school system? Is thete gnything't 
which prevents the popil from investigating 
the common events of life? Anything which 
tends to cramp, distort, ostracise the intel- 
| leet, and 80 pm a fair report? Nay, 
nothing. 

Tbere is one more, and but obe other, 
right of conscience. It is the right of every 
individual to perfeet, absolute, thorough 
freedom, in the exereise of all the fanctions 
of conscience, whether direct or indirect. 
Thus, as applied ta the first, it is the in- 
alienable right of each one not only to know 
’ vars is — standard, bat also to educate 
the intelleet-—to use the cal 
see the ordinary meats b, — of hich 

that standard is diseovered. Whenever you 
unjastly imprison ‘the body or the mind, 
whenever you desiroy the sight or deafen 
the ear, whenever you fritter away the in- 
tellect or defraud the mind of a knowledge 
of trath which it would have gotten had 
you not interfered, then yoo violate the free- 
dom of conscience, be it in your own or 
another’s breast. Bat whenever ycu place 
no such manacles, either on the intellect 
in discovering God’s universal truths, or 
upon conscience in deciding according to 
tht standard—the rather freeing and mak- 
ing more perfeet and unbiased their action 
then you do not violate this third right 
of liberty to discover, and decide by, truth. 
Now, does the system so violate? Rather, 
does it nqt increase such liberty? 

Precisely similar is the effect of the sys- 
tem t pon the performance of the second 
function, viz, the liberty of the intelleet to 
report truly the surroundings of an action; 
the liberty of ‘conscience to decide upon the 
action as thereby intensified or mitigated. 
Is this liberty injored by any inseperable?” 
No! Itis only when you everawe the in- 
tellect, when you threaten it with the In- 
quisition for asserting that the earth re- 
volves, when you ent off the head for trying 
to discover trath, that you violate this free- 
dom. So long as a Puritan can think, de- 
cide, act for himself, there is no infringe- 
ment; but when you say thst your intellect 
is right, his wrong, and that b shall there- 
fore accept your, conscience w thout freely 
exercising bis own; when you compel bim 
to think and worsbip as you think and wer- 
ship, you do infringe. Is there any such 
compulsion in gur schools? Canuot each 
and every exercise its own intellect 
and conscienc@ im each and every actiou? 
Yea, verily. 

Lastly, liberty of conscience is not viola- 
ted when error is presented, nor when a 
part of the truth is withheld, provided the 
individual be left absolutely free to exercise 
his powers in discovering and acting upon 
the truth. Were it otherwise, newspapers 
and pulpits would be constant infringers. 
Demoerats print you one thing, Republicans 
an exactly opposite thing, respecting the 
Administration; you read both; one must 


liberty of conscience violated by either pa- 
per so long as you can freely investigate, 
decide, act for yourself thereaboat? No. 

Were you imprisoned for such investigution, 
then would be a violation—not because er- 
tor was presented—but because you were 
‘Yestrained. ‘So, also, in the schools; al- 
though an error may be taught, as doubt- 
less errors are taught, since many of the 
sciences are embryonic; still, such teaching 
is no violation, so long as. the pupil is left 
free to investigate and decide. Again: it 
is impossible for any writer to express all 
known truth; but a part of universal truth 
is set forth in this article: does such with- 
holding violate your liberty to investigate 
for yoarself? So in schools; the fact that 
Calculos, Blackstone, Lyell, are not taught; 

the fact that Calving lnstitates, the Meth- 
odist Discipline, the Thirty nive Articles, 
the Romish confessions and creeds are not 
taught, is no violation of the pupils’ con- 
science; because they are absolutely free to 
investigate and deeide upon those proposi- 
tions whenever they see fit, wholly anman- 
acled, unprevented by anything’ in or in- 
seperable from the system. To present the 
pupil mathematical trath, is by no means 
forbidding him to study religions truth. 

So far as the writer sees, these are the 
only, the alone legitimate rights of cou- 
scie ice known or recognized by either man 
or God;,the free right to discover truth, 
the free right to act aceording thereto; and 
there is nothing in our pablie schools which 
violates, of tends to violate, these -ights. 

Be it frankly admiftted that. the system 

may violate a prejudice, Opinion, or prefer- 
ence, respecting any subject, whether politi- 
cal, social, ‘or feligious; bot these are not 
rights of Nee, nor is su h violation a 
violation of conscience. It may be your 
opinion that. slavery shonld extend or nar- 
row; yet, when a political speaker ex 
adverse views, does he violute your liberty 
to think, deeide, and act for self? — 
It way be the preference of some to read 
the Bible in the schools; would such un- 
commented reading restrain you, a pupil, 
from investigating its assertion ; restrain you 
from deciding them true or false; restrain 
you from aeting upon such decision? Does 
the simple Tea@ing of any proposition foree 
your conscience in such a sensethat you are 
compelled, despite your own will, to belicve 
and act spon it? No; or else you daily be 
lieve an immense amount of political bum- 
| beg and religious clap-trap. While then 
your preference should be violated by sach 
your rights of conscience could 
not 

Again. It is another’s opinion that the 
Bible should not be so read Does such 
violation of opinion violate any person’s 
| right of conscience? No; because each in- 
dividbal is perfectly free to read the Bible, 
ar unchalned by anything in the sys- 

So that in neither case are the righ/s 
violated. There are nicuts 
of conscience save the free right to diseover 
God’s grand, space-filling, looming truths; 
the free right to act according thereto; nor 
does the present system in the slightest 
Violate, or tend to violate; those rights.
